THE PHANTOM PULLS JAIL 
TIME IN INTERFERENCE CASE

| eer with police radios has resulted in a four-month 
jail term for Bobby Lee Aguero, KE6VNU — a Sacramento, 
California, area ham who now lists a Mead, Washington, 
address. Aguero, who is said to have identified himself as 
the “The Phantom” while interfering with police calls, was 
convicted of jamming and interfering with Roseville, Cali- 
fornia, police communications. 


He was ordered to serve 120 days in jail and pay more than 
$1400 in fines. In April, Roseville Police said they caught 
Aguero, 18, “essentially red-handed” while interfering with 
police calls there. Similar charges were pending against 
Aguero as a result of another incident on June 2" in 
Seaside Oregon (during SeaPac). 


As a result of a plea bargaining, Aguero pleaded guilty to 
three misdemeanor counts: Interfering. with communica- 
tions, delaying a police officer, and destroying evidence. A 
witness at the sentencing said Aguero — who showed no 
remorse — was additionally ordered to stay away from radio 
equipment. 


His sentence was reduced by the 52 days he’d already 
served, and Arguero is reported to have left the courtroom in 
ears. He’ll be on probation after he’s released from jail. 


Local hams present at the sentencing had presented the 
judge with background information regarding the defen- 
dant’s behavior within the Amateur Radio community. Sev- 
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eral hams said they were gratified that Aguero got a stiff 
sentence and expressed hopes that the case would set an 
example in efforts to crack down in other cases of malicious 
interference. Arguero began his 68 continuous days of jail

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ARRL/VEC TEST FEE TO RISE

ore ARRL/VEC has set its 1997 Amateur Radio test fee 
at $6.25. This is in accordance with an October 31, 1996, 
Public Notice setting the maximum volunteer examiner 
expense reimbursement at $6.25 for 1997. The current 
maximum is $6.07. The new figure is based on a 3.1% 
increase in the Department of Labor Consumer Price Index 
(CPI) over the period September 1995 to September 1996. 


As an ARRL/VEC policy, examinations which include only 
Elements 1(A) (5-wpm code test) and/or Element 2 (Novice 
written exam) will not be charged the standard fee in 1997. 


Morse code exemption applications will be charged the stan- 
dard $6.25 fee in 1997.

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GATE 2 VANITY CALL SIGNS 
FINALLY ISSUED ~

Aes an approximately six-week wait, most of the hams 
who got their applications to the FCC on the opening day of 
vanity call sign Gate 2 were rewarded with one of their new 
call sign choices. ; 


The log jam broke on Election Day, just before the close of 
business at the FCC’s Gettysburg, Pennsylvania office, 
where the amateur computer system had been down for 
more than a week. Most of the 4500 first day applications 
were successfully run, and 3500 new call signs were issued. 


It was estimated that “between 500 and 550” applications 
were dismissed because the FCC was unable to grant a new 
call sign. Applicants who did not get one of their choices 
will have to apply in writing for a refund of the $30 filing 
fee. The FCC will mail, to all unsuccessful applicants, a 
copy of the application (including FCC processing numbers) 
and a copy of their check. To request a refund, applicants 
then must send a letter to the FCC, 1270 Fairfield Rd, 
Gettysburg PA 17325-7245, along with their taxpayer ID 
number (Social Security number).

FCC MAY AUCTION OFF 
2.3GHZ OF SPECTRUM

a ie ARRL has been reporting on the Congressional 
direction to the FCC regarding the reallocation of specific 
frequencies, including 5 MHz that Amateur Radio shares 
with government services between 2305 and 2310 MHz. 
During its final hours before adjournment, the 104" 
Congress approved a provision as part of a much larger 
appropriations bill that directs the FCC to put 30 MHz of 
spectrum in the 2.3 GHz region up for competitive auction 
to help balance the budget. 


The National Telecommunications and Information Admin- 
istration (NTIA) had identified for reallocation the amateur 
segments 2300-2310 MHz and 2390-2400 MHz in May 
1994, so reallocation of part of that subband came as no 
surprise (refer QST, Jul 94, Page 85 and Aug 94, Page 73). 
Last year, hams scored a major victory by getting a primary 
allocation on the subbands 2390-2400 MHz and 2402-2417 
MHz. 


The congressional action will reallocate 2305 to 2320 MHz 
and 2345 to 2360 MHz (30 MHz in all) to “wireless services 
that are consistent with international agreement concerning 
spectrum allocations.” This action was included in the 
massive, 2000 page Omnibus Consolidated Appropriations 
Act, which was passed by Congress and signed by President 
Clinton. The act is now Public Law 104-208. 


Shortly after the measure was introduced in Congress, the 
ARRL sent messages to House and Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee and Appropriations staff members alerting them to 
the League’s concerns and the possible impact the bill would 
have on the amateur community. The newly reallocated 
spectrum is to be put up for bid no later than next April. 


ARRL Executive Vice President, David Sumner, K1ZZ, said 
it’s too early to know the implications for Amateur Radio. 
“Congressional action directing the reallocation of specific 
frequency bands is very unusual, and may even be unprece- 
dented,” he said. “We have been waiting for the other shoe 
to drop on 2300-2310 MHz ever since 1994, and to some 
extent we are still waiting.” Sumner expressed hope that the 
action might provide the opportunity to strengthen Amateur 
Radio’s claim to 2300-2305 MHz.

Oe of the simplest antennas you can build is a 
quarterwave ground plane antenna. It is small in size 
and is inexpensive. 

The only part you will need to buy is a SO-239 
panel mount connector. You can use an old wire hanger 
for the radiator and radials. 

You will need to use your soldering iron or gun to 
attach the radiator to the center post of the SO-239. File 
any paint or coating from the radiator wire before — — — 
soldering.

The radials should be bent to an angle of 45 
degrees for 52 ohm base impedance. If the radials are 
perpendicular to the radiator, the base impedance is 
approx. 36 ohms.

One of them even bragged that he 
had read the licensing requirement, 
and was advised of the requirement 
by the store salesperson. But, in his 
words, “it was there and fit my pur- 
poses, so I bought it. Heck, I even 
got one for my wife. The only one 
who cares if you get a license is that 
jerk who comes on and asks for our 
call sign.” 

According to David Fordham, 
KD9LA, editor of the Massanutten 


and Valley Amateur Radio Asso- ~ 


ciations newsletter, The Monitor, 
these hunters (and several other 
unlicensed operators in the area) 
are not the kind who frequent 
Ham Radio Outlet or would go to 
the trouble of ordering from 
Amateur Electronic Supply. No, 
these fellows bought the radios be- 


cause they were readily available,. 


with: no hard questions, such as 
“can I have your call sign?” com- 
ing from the sales people. 
Fordham is convinced that if 
these operators had not séen the 
radios sitting on the shelf of the 
mass-merchandising outlets, they 
would never have thought of using 
the 2-meter band for their commu- 
nications needs. They didn’t go to 
the trouble of contacting Motorola 
to get their radios — why would - 


they go to the trouble of. contact. 


ing a ham dealer?. 

In the late 1970s Beare. sold a 
2M ham radio through its general 
catalog. Fordham, who worked at 


‘the Se Sense eee distribution ¢ cen- i. 


ter at the time, reported that a 
spot check of seven orders for the 
radio indicated that buyers of the 
rigs were not hams, in spite of 
boldfaced warnings in the catalog 
that the radio required a license 
involving an FCC test. 

Not one of the seven orders had 
been placed by a ham. One had 
even been placed by a business 
owner intending to use them to 
keep in touch with his employees. 
Several of the buyers indicated, 
honestly or not, that they believed 
the “application” for the license 
would come in the box with the ra- 
dio. They had apparently over- 
looked or ignored the wording 
about the examination. 

Fordham points out that the CB 
radio service was, in his words, “a 
half-way decent radio plaice 
quiring a license, back before you 
could get a CB from almost any 
electronics store. He points out 
that mass availability of the trans- 
mitters eventually overwhelmed 
the FCC's ability ‘to police the ser- 
vice, resulting in the demise of 
what had been a useful communi- 
cations service. Can the sale of 
thousands (or hundreds of thou- 
sands) of ham radios be good for 
an already overcrowded band, es- — 
pecially making them easily (the 
operative word is “easily”) avail- 
able to persons who have not dem- 
onstrated knowledge of the itd 
and regulations?
